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The  Postgraduate  Program 


The  Columbia  postgraduate  program  enables  practicing  physicians  in  general  medi- 
cine and  in  the  various  specialties  to  renew  and  continue  their  educational  experi- 
ences in  fields  where  medical  research  and  daily  clinical  observations  present 
constantly  changing  concepts  of  prevention,  diagnosis,  and  treatment  of  diseases. 

It  must  be  stressed  that  the  program  is  not  intended  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
physician  who  seeks  to  become  a  specialist.  Nor  is  it  intended  to  provide  the 
foreign-trained  physician  with  a  broad  understanding  of  medicine  in  the  United 
States.  These  objectives  are  best  achieved  by  residency  training  or  by  long-term, 
full-time  courses.  Information  concerning  residency  training  can  be  obtained  by 
writing  to  the  appropriate  departmental  chairman  in  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons. 

COURSES   FOR   GENERAL   PRACTITIONERS 

These  courses  acquaint  the  general  practitioner  with  the  latest  advances  in  the 
various  fields  of  medicine  and  emphasize  diagnosis  and  treatment.  Much  of  the 
instruction  is  carried  out  in  small  groups  at  the  bedside  and  in  the  outpatient  clinics. 
Ample  clinical  material  is  provided  by  conducting  the  courses  at  selected  hospitals 
where  the  various  related  aspects  of  medical  practice  are  stressed.  In  some  courses, 
the  facilities  of  several  hospitals  are  used.  No  attempt  is  made  to  offer  a  complete 
curriculum  at  any  one  institution. 

COURSES    FOR   SPECIALISTS 

Numerous  short-term  courses  in  subjects  of  interest  and  value  to  the  specialist 
are  listed  alphabetically  under  the  heading  "For  Specialists  Only."  The  program  of 
study  is  necessarily  flexible.  Long-term  courses  in  four  specialties  are  available: 
Pathology  GM  1,  Physical  Medicine  and  Rehabilitation  GM  I,  Psychiatry  PM  2, 
Psychiatry  PM  3,  and  Radiology  PM  41. 


►  ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS  AND  PROCEDURES 

An  applicant  must  hold  a  Doctor  of  Medicine  degree  from  a  school  of  medicine 
approved  by  the  University  and  must  be  a  physician  in  good  standing,  licensed  to 
practice  medicine  in  some  state  of  the  United  States.  Admission  to  courses  headed 
"For  Specialists  Only"  is  limited  to  physicians  who  have  had  adequate  preliminary 
training  and  experience  in  the  related  specialty. 

Two  application  forms  are  printed  on  the  last  pages  of  this  bulletin.  Both  forms 
must  be  filled  out  in  full  and  returned  to  the  appropriate  teaching  center  (addresses 
are  given  below).  The  forms  should  be  accompanied  by  a  check  made  payable  to 
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Columbia  University  for  the  full  tuition;  the  amount  of  the  fee  is  included  in  the 
description  of  each  course.  Completed  forms  should  reach  the  teaching  center  not 
later  than  two  weeks  before  the  opening  date  of  the  course. 

All  applicants  will  be  asked  to  give  social  security  numbers  when  registering  in 
the  University.  Those  who  do  not  now  have  a  number  should  obtain  one  from  their 
local  social  security  office  well  in  advance  of  registration. 

Note:  According  to  Treasury  decision  6291,  under  Section  162  of  the  1954  In- 
ternal Revenue  Code,  income  tax  deductions  are  allowed  in  many  instances  for 
tuition  and  other  educational  expenses.  Students  are  referred  to  the  federal  ruling 
on  income  tax  deductions  for  teachers  and  other  professional  people  seeking  to 
maintain  or  improve  skills  required  in  their  employment. 

Applicants  are  reminded  that  hotel  rooms,  apartments,  and  other  temporary 
living  accommodations  are  almost  impossible  to  find  near  any  of  the  teaching 
centers.  All  the  centers,  however,  are  easily  accessible  from  the  midtown  area, 
where  such  housing  is  more  likely  to  be  available.  Students  who  wish  to  live  near 
the  Morningside  campus  of  the  University  (in  the  vicinity  of  116th  Street  and 
Broadway)  may  write  for  information  to  the  Registry  of  Off-Campus  Accommoda- 
tions, 115  Livingston,  Columbia  University,  New  York,  N.Y.  10027. 

Applications  for  courses  given  at  the  Hospital  for  Joint  Diseases  should  be  sent 
directly  to  the  Secretary  for  Medical  Instruction,  Hospital  for  Joint  Diseases,  1919 
Madison  Avenue,  New  York,  N.Y.  10035.  The  hospital,  on  Madison  Avenue  and 
124th  Street,  is  accessible  from  the  midtown  area  on  the  East  Side  by  way  of  the 
Madison  Avenue  bus  or  the  Lexington  Avenue  subway,  which  has  an  express  stop 
at  125th  Street. 

Applications  for  courses  given  at  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  should  be  sent  directly 
to  the  Secretary  for  Medical  Instruction,  Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  Fifth  Avenue  and 
100th  Street,  New  York,  N.Y.  10029.  The  hospital  is  accessible  from  the  midtown 
area  on  the  East  Side  by  way  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  bus  or  the  Lexington  Avenue 
subway,  which  stops  at  96th  Street. 

Applications  for  all  other  courses  listed  in  this  bulletin  should  be  addressed  to  the 
Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Columbia 
University,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York,  N.Y.  10032.  The  Columbia-Presby- 
terian Medical  Center  is  accessible  from  the  midtown  area  on  the  West  Side  by 
way  of  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Avenue  subways,  both  of  which  stop  at  168th 
Street. 

If  an  applicant  is  not  accepted,  or  if  a  course  applied  for  is  canceled,  refund 
will  be  made.  //  a  student  withdraws  later  than  ten  days  before  the  course  begins, 
there  will  be  no  refund.

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►  DEGREE  PROGRAMS 

Doctor  of  Medical  Science.  The  University  confers  the  Doctor  of  Medical  Science 
(Med.Sc.D.)  degree  upon  a  few  physicians  who  have  a  particular  interest  and  com- 
petence in  one  of  the  basic  science  fields.  Only  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Columbia- 
Presbyterian  Medical  Center  are  eligible  for  this  degree.  A  minimum  of  one  year  of 
full-time  work  in  the  selected  basic  science  field  is  required.  Additional  requirements 
include  passing  a  comprehensive  examination,  completion  of  a  significant,  original 
research  project,  submission  of  a  dissertation,  and  passing  an  oral  examination. 

Master  of  Science  in  radiological  physics.  The  Faculty  of  Medicine  offers  a  pro- 
gram of  study  in  radiological  physics  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science.  This 
program  is  designed  to  prepare  candidates  to  carry  out  all  functions  of  a  physicist 
in  a  hospital  department  of  radiology;  it  also  furnishes  a  foundation  for  those  who 
wish  to  engage  in  research  or  who  are  interested  in  the  application  of  radiological 
physics,  radiation  protection,  and  dosimetry.  Prerequisite  for  admission  is  a  bache- 
lor's degree  with  a  major  or  strong  minor  in  physics,  or  an  equivalent  scholastic 
background,  and  a  good  academic  record.

►  AFFILIATED  HOSPITALS  AT  WHICH  POSTGRADUATE  COURSES 
ARE  OFFERED 

THE   COLUMBIA-PRESBYTERIAN    MEDICAL   CENTER 

A  permanent  affiliation  between  Columbia  University  and  the  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital was  established  in  1921.  The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Columbia 
University  in  conjunction  with  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  several  other  institu- 
tions comprising  the  Medical  Center  now  occupy  a  plot  of  land  given  to  Columbia 
University  and  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  by  Mrs.  Stephen  V.  Harkness  and  Mr. 
Edward  S.  Harkness.  The  land,  extending  from  West  165th  Street  to  West  168th 
Street  and  from  Broadway  to  Riverside  Park,  comprises  about  twenty  acres  and  is 
readily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city. 

The  Medical  Center  was  opened  in  1928.  The  Medical  Center  group  is  as  fol- 
lows: College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons;  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery; 
School  of  Public  Health  and  Administrative  Medicine;  Department  of  Nursing; 
Washington  Heights  Health  and  Teaching  Center;  New  York  State  Psychiatric 
Institute;  Francis  Delafield  Hospital;  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  its  subdivisions 
— Squier  Urological  Clinic,  the  Institute  of  Ophthalmology,  Harkness  Pavilion, 
Sloane  Hospital  for  Women,  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  Babies  Hospital,  Neurological  In- 
stitute and  the  New  York  Orthopaedic  Hospital. 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  was  founded  in  1868.  The  hospital  occupies  a  twenty- 
two-story  building  in  which  are  the  wards  of  the  medical  and  surgical  services. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  affiliation  with  Columbia  University,  members  of  the  hos- 
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pital  staff  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  nomination  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  University.  There  are  435  teaching  beds  (Sloane,  Squier,  Presbyterian). 

Squier  Urological  Clinic  occupies  the  tenth  floor  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
building  and  the  tenth  floor  of  Babies  Hospital.  There  are  67  beds  for  the  care  of 
adults  and  19  beds  for  babies  and  children. 

The  Institute  of  Ophthalmology  was  made  possible  by  the  generosity  of  Edward 
S.  Harkness.  It  contains  37  ward  beds  and  is  devoted  to  the  care  and  study  of  dis- 
eases of  the  eye. 

Harkness  Pavilion  is  available  for  private  patients  of  the  attending  staff. 

Sloane  Hospital  for  Women,  originally  at  West  59th  Street  and  Amsterdam 
Avenue,  was  presented  to  Columbia  University  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  D.  Sloane 
in  1886.  It  now  occupies  three  floors  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  building  for 
ward  and  semiprivate  patients  and  two  floors  in  Harkness  Pavilion  for  private 
patients.  The  wards  of  the  hospital  furnish  116  beds  for  obstetrical  and  gyneco- 
logical patients.  There  are  about  thirty-five  hundred  deliveries  a  year. 

Vanderbilt  Clinic,  presented  by  the  Vanderbilt  family  to  the  University  in  1888, 
is  the  outpatient  department  for  all  the  hospitals  in  the  Medical  Center. 

Babies  Hospital  provides  for  general  medical  and  surgical  care  of  infants  and 
children  up  to  and  including  twelve  years  of  age.  It  is  used  for  the  instruction  of 
medical  students  and  residents,  but  no  formal  postgraduate  courses  are  offered. 

Neurological  Institute,  one  of  the  first  nongovernmental  hospitals  in  this  country 
for  the  treatment  of  nervous  diseases,  was  founded  in  1909.  The  104  ward  beds  are 
devoted  exclusively  to  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  nervous  system.  There  are  facili- 
ties for  bedside  teaching  in  the  wards  for  undergraduate  and  graduate  students. 

New  York  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  established  in  1868,  was  consolidated  with  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  in  1945.  It  now  occupies  the  fifth  floors  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  building  and  of  Babies  Hospital.  There  are  67  ward  beds. 

New  York  State  Psychiatric  Institute  is  a  176-bed  hospital,  built  and  maintained 
by  the  State  of  New  York,  with  provisions  for  the  study  and  treatment  of  all  types 
of  psychiatric  disorders.  There  are  special  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  children 
presenting  behavior  and  personality  problems.  Connected  with  the  hospital  is  an 
active  outpatient  department  providing  diagnostic  and  treatment  facilities  in  psy- 
chiatric problems  of  both  adults  and  children.  The  hospital  maintains  special  clin- 
ical and  research  laboratories  and  an  extensive  psychiatric  library. 

Francis  Delafield  Hospital,  built  and  maintained  by  the  City  of  New  York,  is  a 
285-bed  hospital  for  the  treatment  and  study  of  cancer. 

OTHER   AFFILIATED    HOSPITALS    USED    FOR    POSTGRADUATE   TEACHING 

Bellevue  Hospital,  First  Avenue  and  26th  Street,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City 
Department  of  Hospitals,  was  founded  in  1736  as  a  "Publick  Workhouse  and  House 
of  Correction  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  and  received  its  present  name  in  1816.  It 
has  2,779  beds  used  for  the  treatment  of  acute  diseases.  One  of  its  four  divisions  has 
been  utilized  for  instruction  by  the  faculty  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
for  over  one  hundred  years.  The  staff  of  the  service  is  appointed  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Hospitals  on  the  nomination  of  the  Trustees  of  Columbia  University.  In 
January  1939,  a  unit  of  316  beds  for  chest  diseases  was  opened.  This  service,  under 
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the  Columbia  division,  provides  modern  equipment  and  facilities  for  diagnosis  and 
therapy  in  tuberculosis  and  other  pulmonary  disorders. 

Hospital  for  Joint  Diseases,  1919  Madison  Avenue,  was  established  in  1905  as  a 
hospital  for  deformities  and  joint  diseases.  Although  still  predominantly  orthopedic, 
it  is  now  a  general  hospital.  There  are  310  teaching  beds. 

Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  Fifth  Avenue  and  100th  Street,  organized  in  1852,  ac- 
commodates 1,224  patients.  Since  1923  the  hospital  has  been  affiliated  with  Colum- 
bia University  for  postgraduate  instruction  and  for  elective  undergraduate  work 
in  pediatrics  and  obstetrics.  There  are  533  beds  available  for  teaching  purposes. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Amsterdam  Avenue  and  113th  Street,  was  founded  in  1850. 
It  is  an  active  participant  in  the  undergraduate  and  graduate  teaching  programs. 
The  hospital  contains  561  beds. 

Brookdale  Hospital  Center,  Linden  Boulevard  and  Rockaway  Parkway,  Brook- 
lyn, was  opened  in  1921.  A  participant  in  the  postgraduate  program,  the  hospital 
has  400  beds.

A  survey  of  selected  areas  of  clinical  investigation,  particularly  those  in  which  new  research  tech- 
niques are  currently  employed.  Detailed  review  of  advances  in  instrumentation  and  methodology, 
and  illustrations  of  their  research  applications.  Opportunity  for  active  participation  by  students  is 
available.  Topics  include:  isotope  methods;  chromatography,  including  gas-liquid  chromatography; 
centrifugation  techniques;  methods  of  analysis  of  protein  structure;  immunological  methods;  electron 
microscopy;  and  methods  for  studying  membrane  structure  and  function.

Course  material  includes  analysis  of  peripheral  and  central 
mechanisms  of  induced  muscle  relaxation;  chemistry  of  production  and  antagonism  of  neuromuscular 
blockade,  including  genetic  factors;  basic  physiology  of  the  motor  endplate;  pharmacological  actions 
of  muscle  relaxants,  antagonists,  and  anesthetic  agents  at  the  endplate;  practical  application  of  muscle 
relaxants  in  surgery.   Lectures,   with  ample  opportunity  for  questions  and  discussion.

Lectures  and  clinics  on  disorders  of  the  blood,  with  special  emphasis  on  recent  advances  in  the  patho- 
physiology of  blood  diseases  and  in  therapy.  Presentation  of  patients  illustrating  the  various  hemato- 
logic diseases;  slides  and  kodachromes  of  the  blood,  bone  marrow,  spleen,  and  lymph  nodes;  the 
newer  laboratory  techniques  used  in  hematology.  Minimum  class,  five. 
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Medicine  PM  21 .      Laboratory  methods  in  hematology 

Six  days,  Mon,  Tu,  Wed,  Fri  9-5;  Th  1-5;  Sat  9-1.  Jan  31-Feb  5,  1966.  $200. 
Dr.  L.  R.  Wasserman  and  staff.     Mount  Sinai. 

For  those  with  previous  experience  in  hematology  and  for  those  who  have  taken  Medicine  PM  20. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  individual  performance,  under  supervision,  of  laboratory  tests  and  their  cor- 
relation with  clinical  material.  Collection  and  interpretation  of  peripheral  blood  and  bone  marrow 
specimens,  biochemical  and  immunological  techniques,  spectroscopic  examination  of  blood  pigments, 
blood  coagulation  tests,  electrophoresis,  and  the  use  of  isotopes  in  hematological  diagnosis.  Prepared 
slides  for  teaching  are  loaned  to  the  students;  specimens  prepared  during  the  course  become  the 
property  of  the  students.  Microscope  required.  Maximum  class,  ten;  minimum,  five. 

Medicine  PM  22.      Laboratory  methods  in  blood  banks 

Three  days,  Mon-Wed  9-5.     Mar  21-23,  1966.     $100. 
Dr.  R.  E.  Rosenfield  and  associates.     Mount  Sinai. 

For  physicians  having  laboratory  responsibility  for  the  safety  of  blood  transfusions.  Emphasis  is  on 
the  prevention  of  transfusion  reactions  by  means  of  more  accurate  blood  typing  and  antibody  studies. 
Hemolytic  transfusion  reactions  from  the  standpoint  of  iso-antibodies  and  their  effect  on  the  survival 
of  incompatible  donor  red  cells.  Consideration  and  demonstration  of  new  blood  factors  as  the  cause 
of  transfusion  reactions  and  hemolytic  disease  of  the  newborn.  Maximum  class,  ten;  minimum,  five. 

Medicine  PM  43.      Spatial  vectorcardiography  and  vector  interpretation  of  the  electro- 
cardiogram

Vectorcardiography  in  its  theoretical  aspects  and  clinical  application,  its  technique  and  recording,  with 
emphasis  on  congenital,  valvular,  and  coronary  artery  disease.  The  vector  concept  and  vectorcardiog- 
raphy will  be  developed  through  teaching  of  cardiac  electrophysiology  with  constant  reference  to  the 
conventional  electrocardiogram.  The  interpretation  of  the  routine  electrocardiogram  will  be  taught 
through  vector  interpretation  by  means  of  recorded  vectorcardiograms.

Bedside  instruction,  ward 
rounds,  and  x-ray  demonstrations.  Minimum  class,  six.

A  comprehensive  review  of  current  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  practices.  The  clinical  and  radiologic 
manifestations  of  such  major  chest  conditions  as  pulmonary  neoplasms,  tuberculosis,  bronchitis  and 
emphysema,  asthma,  and  pulmonary  suppuration  are  analyzed  in  the  light  of  recent  advances  in 
pulmonary  physiology  and  histopathology.  Case  presentations  illustrate  the  medical,  surgical,  and 
radiotherapeutic  approach  to  these  ailments.

The  symposium — a  review  of  neurology  and  psychiatry — is  made  up  of  courses  grouped  under  the 
four  general  headings  below.  These  courses  may  not  be  taken  individually.  A  detailed  schedule  of 
classes  may  be  obtained  on  request. 

A.  Basic  Neurology.  Drs.  G.  Eros,  M.  Glusman,  A.  Gold,  P.  F.  A.  Hoefer, 
L.  V.  Lyons,  L.  Roizin,  and  A.  Wolf. 

A  course  in  neuroanatomy,  presenting  essential  anatomical  and  associated  neurophysiological  features 
of  the  spinal  cord  and  brain.  The  course  on  basic  neurophysiology  will  deal  with  the  functional  rela- 
tionship of  the  various  portions  of  the  nervous  system  which  are  especially  related  to  neural  disturb- 
ances found  in  certain  neurological  and  psychiatric  disorders.  Clinical  neurophysiology  (electro- 
encephalography) will  be  correlated  with  clinical  observations.  A  special  course  will  be  given  on  the 
physiology  of  the  autonomic  nervous  system  in  the  light  of  psychosomatic  concepts.  The  course  in 
neuropathology  consists  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  of  gross  specimens  and  microscopic  slides. 
Correlation  between  clinical  findings  and  pathological  lesions  will  be  taken  into  consideration.  Dem- 
onstrations will  include  presentation  of  microscopic  and  gross  material  illustrating  the  lecture  material. 

B.  Clinical  Neurology.     Dr.  M.  Yahr 

Clinical  lectures  and  demonstrations  illustrating  the  chief  organic  diseases  of  the  nervous  system. 
The  technique  of  neurological  examination,  explaining  the  significance  of  neurological  signs  and 
symptoms.  Therapy  in  neurology  will  include  the  various  types  and  methods  used  in  the  treatment  of 
nervous  diseases  with  special  reference  to  physiotherapeutic  and  occupational  therapy  methods.  The 
roentgenographic  interpretations  of  the  diseases  affecting  the  nervous  system  will  consist  of  study  of 
the  various  lesions  affecting  the  skull  and  intracranial  contents  and  spinal  cord.  Emphasis  on  electro- 
encephalography. 

C.  Basic  Psychiatry.  Drs.  A.  Carr,  F.  Kallman,  W.  Thetford,  H.  Waelsch,  and 
J.  Zubin. 

Lectures  on  intelligence,  memory,  perception,  etc.,  and  psychological  testing  procedures.  Psycho- 
dynamics  will  acquaint  the  student  with  levels  of  psychological  organization,  conscious  and  uncon- 
scious integration,  and  motivation  of  psychic  action.  Comparative  psychodynamics  will  investigate  the 
theoretical  and  therapeutic  principles  of  the  different  psychoanalytic  and  psychotherapeutic  schools. 
Genetics  and  mental  disease  will  consist  of  a  description  of  basic  genetic  laws  and  theories,  plus 
modern  research  methods  and  the  genetics  of  schizophrenia,  manic  depressive  psychosis,  and  other 
mental  disorders.  Special  lectures  on  new  advances  in  chemistry  and  medicine  in  relation  to  neuro- 
chemistry. 

D.  Clinical  Psychiatry.     Drs.  H.  Brill,  R.  Campbell,  H.  D.  DeWitt,  A.  Foley, 

E.  Forster,  W.  A.  Horwitz,  L.  C.  Kolb,  W.  S.  Langford,  S.  Malitz,  L.  Moses, 
B.  L.  Pacella,  P.  Polatin,  and  J.  Schachter. 

History  and  somatogenic  and  psychogenic  aspects  of  the  different  psychiatric  disorders,  correlating  the 
best  known  theories  and  practices.  Will  integrate  the  lectures  on  basic  psychiatry  with  diagnosis, 
prognosis,  and  therapy.  A  similar  course  will  be  given  on  child  psychiatry  from  the  same  point  of 
view.  The  lectures  on  therapy  are  subdivided  as  follows:  (1)  the  practice  of  psychoanalysis,  a  survey 
of  the  chronological  development  of  Freud's  conception  of  psychoanalysis  and  discussion  of  the  clini- 
cal application  of  psychoanalysis  to  the  study  and  treatment  of  neurosis  and  psychosis;  (2)  non- 
analytic  forms  of  psychotherapy,  which  will  discuss  suggestions,  hypnosis,  and  other  forms  of  psycho- 
therapy from  a  psychodynamic  point  of  view.  Organic  therapy,  shock  treatment,  frontal  lobotomy, 
etc.,  will  be  discussed  and  the  techniques  demonstrated.  Legal  psychiatry  will  cover  the  forensic 
aspects,  commitment,  court  procedures,  and  the  relationship  of  criminology  to  psychiatry.  Mental 
hygiene  will  consider  preventive  psychiatry  from  the  earliest  period  of  life  to  the  adult  years.

This  course  is  designed  for  physicians 
who  have  completed  one  year  of  psychiatric  training  in  the  program  at  the  U.S.  Veterans  Hospital, 
The  Bronx,  N.Y.
